in the year. This can be accom- 
plished, but it will necessitate 
ha \ in if dm ka hatched out nice 

T the twelve months. Decem- 
icr, January and Febuary are 
he months that may l>e the cx- 
eptions. If, however, in.ub.t- 
orsand brooders arc employed, 
and the farmer desires to make 
poultry raiainy B regular boalf 
ness as does the poultry expert, 
the three months specified M 1 l*> 
ceptio.is will really be the chief 
ones fr>r hatching. To hatch 
and care for chicks during these 
three winter months will require 
brooder houses with the usual 
pipe system of heating and a 
suitable room to run the incu- 
bators in— a room that will not 
be affected too much by outside 
changesof temperature. It would 
hardly be advisable for farmers 
to commence poultry raising as 
business in an extensive man- 
er and depend mainly on incu- 
bators an artificial brooders. 
The venture should be first made 
with hens as sitters and having 
a number of small comfortable 
houses with hot-bed sash runs 
for the broods. Better still 
would be a long building, divided 
up into suitable runs and apart- 
ments for hens with broods. A 
house of this kind should be sit- 
uated on a southern slope, where 
there will be afforded every op- 
( ->rtunity for sunshine and dry- 
ness. A stove should be provid- 
ed, and the stove-pipe should run 
some distance inside to retain as 
much as possible all the heat that 
the draught usually carries out 
through this channel. If there 
is too much difficulty experienced 
in having hens broody as desired 
then it will be well to commence 
the trial of an incubator. A 
tchine of 100-eggs capacity is 
better than a larger one to com- 
lencewith. Home-made brood- 
rs can easily be made, which 
r|U work satisfactorily. There 
re, however, brooders that can 
ie purchased for IS up that give 
xcellent results. From the 
hatchings of each month there 
should be selected some of the 
thriftiest-growing pullets and 
they should, as soon as possibly 
arated from the others, 
lem a place where they 
need not be crowded and where 
they can be given good attention, 
Probably after about one year's 
experience — provided what is too 
often termed bad luck has sharp- 
ened the ideas, and proved that 
failures are due directly to 
managementand nothing else--- it 
will be the time to start on a 
more extensive scale. It will 
then be well enough tocominence 
running the incubators by the 
1st of October. When the sup- 
ply of eggs for incubators is 
needed, from November to 
March, the Importance of having 



broody and would lose valuable 

time If allowed to elf, ran readily 

be "broken up" nnd ioOf be 

again producing eggs.

It was early in the spring of 1881, 
just previous lo the assassination of 
Fresident Garfield, that the writer re- 
ceived the appointment of govern- 
ment teaolirr among the Chippewa 
Indians of the Lake Superior district. 
During a sojourn of several years 
among these historic people he had 
every opportunity of studying their 
habits and customs, of hearing them 
tell in their own language the stories 
and legends of bygone days. Not the 
least interesting of these was the story 
of "Nanabozho," immortalized by the 
poet Longfellow under the name of 
'Hiawatha." There are some slight 
lifTerences between the story told by 
the Chippewas and that published to 
the world by the poet, though the 
main points arc the same. The legend 
purely a Chippewa one, banded 
down from father to son, and in the 
lassie poem referred to every Indian 
name and every Indian allusion is 
strictly Chippewa, with the exception 
of the names of the hero and heroine, 
Hiawatha" and "Minnehaha/'wbich 
are Sioux Indian names, the two per- 
sons being known to the Chippewas as 
'Nanabozho" and "Waubahkeezis.'" 
What Mr. Longfellow's idea was in 
thus depriving the Chippewas of their 
honor can only be surmised. 
Probably he thought the names 
sounded more romantic or euphoni- 
ous. 

According to the Chippewa version, 
Hiawatha— or Nanahozho, as I shall 
henceforth call him— was born on the 
prairie of Manitoba. His mother 
died at his birth, and he was reared by 
his grandmother, old Nokomis. 
When he reached full manhoood his 
grandmother one day called him to 
her and told him that he had a bitter 
iHiy, who had done his mother i 
great injury, and that it was his sol 
emn duty to find that man and kil 
him. To aid him in the accomplish- 
ment of this act she presented him 
with a pair of minjekahwinun, or 
magic mittens^ and a pair of moo 
assinum, or magic shoes. All that 
night Nanabozho pondered over the 
i squaw's story, and before the sun 
had arisen he was well on his way 
. The magic shoes enabled him 
to cover a milu at e\ery step, so that it 
was not long before he found himself 
at the foot of the Rocky mountains. 
Gazing up and down the nigged 
peaks he espied his enemy, Keeway- 
din, away to the northeast, perched 
upon ono of the loftiest summits. 
Wit h itatelj trend Nanabozho forced 
his way to the foot of the mountain 
height and in a great voice recited to 
Keewaydin the wrongs done his 
mother, ending with his own fixed de- 
termination to avenge those wrongs 
by killing him. Kcewnydin respond' 
edinmockingtoniband told Nanaboz- 
ho to "kill away," whereupon Nana- 
hozho, with the aid of the mn/ic mit- 
tens, seized a great rock and hurled it 
ut Keewaydin, but be repelled it with 
one puit of breath, and it fell crum- 
bling into dust ut bis feet. Then Kee- 
waydin, angered at Naimbozho's act, 
tore up I tree by its roots and cast it 
at Nanabozho with terrific force, but 
the latter warded off the blow with 
his mittencd hands, and the tree 
turned to Underwood at his touch. 

When the two bruves thus found 
that neither could hurt the other, 
they formed • QOntrtOt of peace and 
Nanabozho returned to his grand- 
mother's wigwam Long and enxlous* 
ly the old woman I. atoned for his re- 
turn and when he announced to her 
the failure of his mission she bOfltflM 
ilOetfllng lOgnFi ('biding him for 
his want of courage to prolong the 
struggle with Keewaydin, Nokomis 
told Bin that for seven dayu and 
•dghta he must remain upon the banks 
of the Tahquahmeoon river, abstain- 
ing from food and drink during that 



time as a penance for his failure to 
carry out her wishes. Ixmg rnd 
dreary was his lonesonv vigil boiidl 
the dark waters of tho Ttnqutbme 
non, and often he felt like rebelling 
Against tho orders of his grand 

mother, but he bravely nt<><>d tb • 

deal. 

A relief to the monotony of the oc- 
casion camo at last. It was 01 tl 11 
fifth evening of his enforced fast, 1 
the s 1111 was nenring the western hori 

•on, that ftiaabouc/i ath i 
attracted by the approach of a 
stranger coming toward him from t he 
east. He was a mail of BMgnificcnl 
figure, tall and squarely built, evi- 
dently one of a tribe of giants. His 
feathers, blanket and mocassin wi re 
all in yellow, presenting a startling 
appearance, to mj the least. 1 11 '1 ir 
ing Nanabozho ho spoke to him and 
said his name was Mundahmin, or 
"The Yellow Man." and that he bad 
wandered afar from the wigwams of 
bis people, Be then Inviti d Nana- 
bozho to wrestle with him, bul the 
young Chippewa demurred, rightly 
thinking that he would be like a child 
in. the hands of the giant. However, 
after considerable persuasion, \ ina 
bozho reluctantly consente d to wres- 
tle. A few brief struggles ami Nana- 
bosho found himself prostrate upon 
the ground. On arising to bis feet 
bediscovered that the Yellow Man bad 
mysteriously vanished. Not a sign 
of him anywhere, not even a footprint 
by which he might be trailed. 
" All that night and the aexl day 
Nanabozho pondered over the strange 
visit, and wondered what it could por- 
tend. That evening, at about the 
same hour, Nanabozho was awe- 
ruck to see the form of Mundahmin 
again appearing from the east. After 
the customary greeting tho Yellow- 
Man again invited Nanabozho to 
wrestle, but, remembering his experi- 
ence of the previous evening, he de- 
clined. However, the persuasive 
tones of Mundahmin overcame his 
scruples, and soon he found himself 
again sprawling upon theground, and 
his visitor vanished, as into thin air. 

Here was a condition of affairs cer- 
tainly mystifying, if not startling. 
Who was this stranger and what 
could his repeated visits mean? At 
laat a bright idea entered Nanabozbo's 
mind — the magic mittens! 

"If the yellow man comes back to- 
day and wants mc to wrestle with him 
I will be prepared," soliloquized 
Nanabozho. 

Sure enough at the same hour the 
xt day Mundahmin returned, 
is not a little surprised at the alae- 
y with which Neiaboiho accepted 
his invitation to wrestle. Long and 
arduous was the struggle for the mas- 
tery, the sinewy bodies swayed to 
fro. First one and then the other 
seemed to be gaining the ascendancy, 
when suddenly Nanabozho felt him- 
self possessed of supernatural 
strength, for without apparently any 
effort he lifted Mundahmin above his 
head and threw him to the ground, 
where he lay perfectly motionless. 

Then terror seized the heart of 
Nenabosho. Was Mundahmin dead, 
had he killed him? Kneeling beside 
the prostrate form he bent his ear to 
the heart. Not a sound, not a move- 
ment! What a predicament. Here 
was one evidently of a tribe of giants, 
whom Nanabozho had killed! So 
soon as he was missed by his people 
they would come in search of him and 
make war upon the Chippewas to 
avenge his death. Glancing anxious- 
ly around to NO that there were no 
witnesses to the tragedy, Nanabozho 
threw the lifeless form over his shoul- 
der und wended his way laboriously 
into the depths of the forest. After 
tlAYertlng several miles and assuring 
himself that he was not followed, he 
planed bis burden upon the ground, 
and upon bands and knees he dug out 
a long, narrow grave, In this he de- 
posited the body, covering it with the 
MOM earth and again with dead lotf/01 
and branches, thus obliterating all 
I the silent dead. He next 
marked a nearby tree for future iden- 
tification. Then he traveled wearily 
tow aril hi| grandmother's wigwam.

ReluottUltly Nanabozho sought out 
the chief of his tribe and told him the 
events of the last few weeks. The old 
shiof saw in the Buurfeloui trans- 
formation the workings of the Great 
Spirit, the Kezha Muhnedoo, and at 
once ordered a solemn festival in 
honor of Mundahmin. And so, for 
years corncobs were held sacred by 
tho Indians, and venerated in their re- 
ligious exercises, while even to this 
day corn — though now used by them 
as by us — is known among the Chip- 
pewas as ''Mundahmin, the Yellow- 
Man!" — Chicago Record.
